Alan, it was a pretty good RX, especially for a homebrew in its time. Mine 
served me quite well back then and I had a few mods that were in QST H&K 
July 1980. However I have not seen the boards listed recently. The AF 
output chip is an odd ball one (MC1306P and I have a spare you can have). 
The crystal filter can be made quite sharp too with the proper loading. For 
this I used a 390 pf cap across RFC 1 for a few hundred cycle BW.

Your right Roger. The rule is that the VE cannot allow a person to 
just write the dots and dashes, which is very possible at 5 WPM, and then 
convert them to the text. We allow 30 seconds to make any corrections and 
then pass in their paper. We check for 1 minute of solid copy and then 
give the paper back for the 10 questions quiz. If there is a lot of dots 
and dashes on the paper we tell the person he/she didn't pass because they 
did what we told them just before the test was not allowed. 


So far no problems.

Now that the dust has settled, I'd like to take a moment to explain. I'ma 
human being, I reacted to quickly to the "Worm". In the past such postings 
have exploded into large OT threads and flame wars and I feared that was going 
to happen.

The list software will not accept any messages with attachments or message 
formats other than plain text. This prevents any possible email virus from 
spreading via the list. Also, you can not be infected by an email virus 
unless you or your email program performs an action on an email, such as 
opening an attachment. You should check the settings of your email program as 
some programs will perform these actions automatically and by default. 


Posting of virus warning messages on QRP-L is off topic. If you are depending 
on this list for your virus alerts you are doing yourself a large disservice. 


The chances of the alert being more timely and accurate here would be very 
slim. Below is a link to a free email virus alert service: 


http: //www.cert.org/contact_cert/certmaillist.html 


There are also newsgroups and email lists specific to this subject. A quick 
search at your favorite search engine will find many resources. Make sure 
your virus scanning software has the latest updates and be aware that your 
virus software can't protect you from new virus releases. The best protection 
is to simply not open any attachments unless you are sure they are safe AND 
you've scanned them first. 


As I've said before, I'm happy to discuss QRP-L Policy in private email. I'm 
open to suggestions, comments and ideas as long as they are polite and civil. 
The "Posting Guidelines/Rules FAQ" is not set in stone, it is a work in 
progress. However, the discussion of policy on the list is off topic. There 
are simply to many different opinions floated in to many messages to be 
productive on this list of 3000+ members. The debate that would occur would 
over power the list. Past debates have proven this. Currently I've heard 
opinions that range from "we should let the list be completely free with no 
rules", to "the list should be fully moderated with all messages approved 
before posting".

It's just as possible that you may have misinterpreted the 
Managers meaning. Email is like that. 


Still, under no circumstances is it permitted to abuse or be insulting to 
anyone on the list or the Manager(s) of this list. This includes private 
email to members based on a post they make to QRP-L. More then once private 
messages have been sent calling someone dumb or worse for something they said 
or asked on QRP-L. This is not right, very rude and not acceptable. If you 
have a complaint about a posting or receive such private mail, email me 
privately. 


Most of the messages I usually get are questions on how to postpone, change 
ISP etc. All questions about how to use the commands of the listserver should 
be directed to me and not the list. All commands are sent to 
listserv@lehigh.edu not the list. Paul Valko has placed on his website a fine 
list of the QRP-L commands and explanations. There are located here:

Hi Monty, 
Here's how the QRP Foxhunts work. 


One person is designated the "Fox", and he transmits within a certain 
frequency range at a certain time. Everyone else is a "Hound" and try 
to catch (work) the Fox. What makes it fun is that propagation, the 
location of the Fox, and weak signals all contribute to making it a 
"Hunt". In addition, once the Fox is located, there are usually 
several or many hounds trying to work him, so it can be similar to a 
DX pileup, for both the Fox and the Hounds. Since we are all QRP, 
however, we don't have to worry about some guy with a high power rig 
stepping on us, i.e., the playing field is pretty level. 


The exchange is pretty simple, RST, SPC, Name and QRP-L number or 
Power, I think. You can tell by listening exactly what it is. Over 
the years the speed of the exchange has increased, but, I believe most 
Foxes will still answer the slower ops when they hear them. Early on, 
it was common for Foxes to report 25 or 30 contacts during a two hour 
period. Now, it seems that they break 100 every once in a while. 


Someone on the list sort of runs the thing. He first asks for 
volunteers who would like to be Foxes. Then that group determines the 
times they will operate. As the time approaches, they announce it to 
the QRP-L group. Often there are prizes awarded for the best 
individual scores. At times, groups of guys will form teams, and 
someone will track the team scores. 


One nice thing is that each of us can participate as much or as little 
as we like. It's great fun! Try it, you'll see.

Now that the dust has settled, I'd like to take a moment to explain. I'ma 
human being, I reacted to quickly to the "Worm". In the past such postings 
have exploded into large OT threads and flame wars and I feared that was going 
to happen. I should have waited a bit, and by not doing so contributed to the 
problem I'd hoped to prevent, lesson learned. Still, had the individuals that 
immediately jumped on this in public sent me private email first, as I have 
requested in the past, and given me the benefit of the doubt this would not 
have happened. They too share the blame here. They would have also learned 
that I sent private email to the poster letting him know that he couldn't get 
a virus from the list. Apparently there are many more on the list that do not 
know this. I had thought it common knowledge as it's been mentioned on QRP-L 
many times before. 


The list software will not accept any messages with attachments or message 
formats other than plain text. This prevents any possible email virus from 
spreading via the list. Also, you can not be infected by an email virus 
unless you or your email program performs an action on an email, such as 
opening an attachment. You should check the settings of your email program as 
some programs will perform these actions automatically and by default. 


Posting of virus warning messages on QRP-L is off topic. If you are depending 
on this list for your virus alerts you are doing yourself a large disservice. 
The chances of the alert being more timely and accurate here would be very 
slim.

search at your favorite search engine will find many resources. Make sure

virus software can't protect you from new virus releases. The best protection 
is to simply not open any attachments unless you are sure they are safe AND 
you've scanned them first. 


I'm 
open to suggestions, comments and ideas as long as they are polite and civil. 
The "Posting Guidelines/Rules FAQ" is not set in stone, it is a work in 
progress. However, the discussion of policy on the list is off topic. There 
are simply to many different opinions floated in to many messages to be 
productive on this list of 3000+ members. The debate that would occur would 
over power the list. Past debates have proven this. Currently I've heard 
opinions that range from "we should let the list be completely free with no 
rules", to "the list should be fully moderated with all messages approved 
before posting". Clearly the common ground must be in the middle somewhere 
and that's what I'm trying and willing to find. 


As with all of life not everyone is going to be happy with how the list is 
run. It's simply not possible. Members need to realize this and understand 
this.

I agree with Bob, Get as much wire as you can as high as you can and don't 
worry about the length. I've used an old MFJ Wire Tuner with random length 
of end fed wire (and often a very poor or no ground) for over 30 years with 
good success (well over 200 countries, most SSB, and all at less than 5 
watts). It doesn't work like a beam, but it's cheep, easy and fast to put 
up, and it gets out. 

Get as much wire as you can as high as you can, and tune it.

That's probably how long his piece of wire was. Most of us study the 
antenna design books in search of the ideal design. Eventually, 
though, we discover that if you're going to use a means of tuning the 
system, the actual length of the wire is not that critical. 


Given a choice, I always opt for more wire, higher in the air. 


I use a horizontal loop most of the time, and have to restring it 
every year or so due to storm damage, etc. It has been several 
lengths between about 400' and nearly 500'. It has always tuned all 
bands and worked well, regardless of the length, except 160M is easier 
to tune when the wire is longest. 


The same thing could be said in general about dipoles or end fed 
wires. That is, the more wire, the higher in the air, the better the 
performance. Tuning them on some bands may be more of a problem than 
on others, but, it can be done with good results. 


If building a single band antenna in a permanent location, by all 
means prune it to resonance and don't use a tuner at all. If you want 
to use an antenna on more than one band, and intend to tune it, why 
sweat the length? Put as much wire as you can in the air! (I realize 
that this *does*x affect the radiation pattern. IMHO, this is not 
significant for general coverage) 


I agree with you about switching the caps in binary increments. Much 
simpler and more efficient use of parts.

I'd agree on the boat part, but I don't think the band is changing on the hour. 
I think the big signals tend to get worked first, then the medium signals, so 
most everybody has been dealt with within the first hour and there are only a 
few stragglers left to pick off. It's funny really-- it would all be a lot 
easier if the hounds spread it out over the two hours, but speaking as a hound 
I know you can't. If you can hear the fox at the start you have to try to work 
him because maybe you won't be able to hear him later. 


The difference between this and the winter hunts (which had about the same 


number of hunters, I think) is that there are areas which are simply not going 
to hear the fox, period. If you CAN hear the fox, it is quite likely that he 
is going to fade in and out several times during the hunt. 


The propagation characteristics of 20 were a real worry for us when we were 
organizing the hunt. It was exactly that uncertainty that led us to have each 
fox do two runs, one on Thursday evening and one on Sunday afternoon. 

The theory is that if you have a bad run, you might be able to make up for it 
with the other one (we have a couple foxes who are still counting on just that! 


(g]). 


The interesting thing to me is that the fox tallies have been pretty 
consistent, with a variation of only 23 QSO's between the lowest and highest 
scores for a run, with 169 different hounds bagging at least one pelt and with 
ten or twelve still batting 1000. My own place in the latter category was due, 
I was convinced, to an accident of geography. My antenna situation is somewhat 
less than optimum (or at least I though so) being a GAP Titan vertical and a 
4OM doublet (which in fact I have not yet used for a summer fox). The other 
hounds in the 8/8 class are scattered all over the country, and one of them has 
bagged every fox from his car! 


So as a propagation study (one of the avowed purposes) the Summer Fox Hunt is 
interesting, but I'm not entirely sure what it is telling us.
